HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Wall Niches. Wall niches in which sta- 
tues are to be placed do not call for high re- 
flective colors. These would be unfavorable to 
the relief of the marble or other material of 
which the statue may be composed. A gilded 
niche would be out of place as coming into 
competition with the textural surface of the 
statue. Only one color should be used. Some 
tasteful work is occasionally done in molding 
as in a shell roof, the rest of surface being 
diapered in low relief. In such case a light 
gray stone color is very suitable, or the plaster 
surface may be covered with a hot solution of 
alum, which will give it the appearance of 
alabaster. 

Low Relief in Decoration. One of the 
charms of low relief work, whether displayed 
pictorially on walls or furniture, is its sugges 
tiveness to a degree not realizable in more 
pronounced execution, presenting but partially 
embodied creations, which allow of the pleas- 
urable exercise of imagination to supply what 
is wanting. The depression of surface is op- 
posed to heaviness, and as a means of expres- 
sion offers the last refinements of shadow. 

Over Mantels. As a variation from the 
usual practice of making mirrors the chief 
feature of over mantels, central ornaments 
have been introduced of medallion figure 
panels modelled in compo material or stamped 
in lincrusta with corners of over mantel, set 
with small round concave mirrors and a nar- 
row oblong panel of bevelled edged looking 
glass iuserted at each side. 

Gold Lacquer. Put into a four gallon 
vessel one pound of ground tumeric, one and 
a half ounces of gamboge, three and a half 
pounds of powdered scum sandarach, three- 
quarters of a pound of shellac, and two gallons 
of spirits of wine. When shaken, dissolved 
and strained, add one pint of turpentine var 
nish well mixed. 

Wall Paper Hanging- in Panels. Among 
new designs are some exceedingly rich devices 
in wall panels in arabesque and other patterns, 
the paneling being composed of groups of 
flowers and foliage running round the entire 
design.

hints and notions. 

Movable Wall Lights. It being an ad- 
vantage to be able to adjust the position of a 
side light with reference to the best display of 
given objects in a room, we regard as very ac- 
ceptable a recently invented foreign device to 
this end. A brass rod attached to the wall 
affords a hold to the hook at one end of a bar 
with skeleton supports beneath extending 
backward to the wall. Above is a spring bar- 
rel with cord wound round it, the cord passing 
to the extreme end of the bar, where it sup- 
ports an electric lamp, which may be lowered 
any distance to which the cord is payed out. 
The whole apparatus may be shifted laterally 
along the line of the brass rod. It is also ap- 
plicable to ornamental metallic lanterns. 

Garden Fountains. Properly placed and 
of a character suitable to its position, no con- 
structive work is equal to a fountain. The 
originality and ingenuity displayed in iron 
fountains and the large assortment which lead- 
ing manufacturers in this line have provided, 
must lead to their more general use. What 
are required are real artistic fountains, such as 
may be admired for their appearance as well 
as their utility. One iron fountain of remark- 
able merit has for its base dolphins intermixed 
with rushes supporting a 6hell, in which the 
figure of a man stands half engirt by water 
plants. He holds a young dolphin, from ibe 
mouth of which the stream of water ascends. 

Carpets. Amongst some new designs for 
carpets what is very noticeable is the lightness 
and elegance of the double borders, with mid- 
dle tints and soft agreeable broken colors, 
contrasting admirably with a dark plain ground 
lying between the flower centers and the floral 
wreaths at corners. 

Fancies of the Hour. Workboxes in the 
form of dovecots, cottages, etc., are made to 
open by various exterior devices, one of which 
is an ebony capstan, which to the extent to 
which it is whirled lifts up above the sides this 
or that compartment. 

A Brilliant Bronze. A brilliant bronze 
for wood, plaster, paper or pasteboard may be 
secured by grinding cuttings of gold-beater's 
foil with honey. The surface to be bronzed 
must be coated with linseed oil ; the powder is 
applied with a brush. 

Mural Decoration. One effect of the 
general surface of a wall being simply decorated 
— say in one color — in encaustic, or in 60ft 
toned neutral paper hangings, is to give more 
brilliant effect to richly hued friezes, cornices, 
panels, such as gilded frames, bric-a-brac, etc. 

Paper Hanging. To judge by a late in- 
spection of the walls of the chief rooms of 
several finished mansions, we should say that 
there is ample scope for improvement in skill 
and nicety in measuring wall hangings and fit- 
ting them with precision. 

Flower Stand. A pretty flower stand in 
metal consists of intertwined bare vine stems 
showing interstices, the tendrils with leaves 
and grapes expanding outward above in irregu- 
lar form, and providing a receptacle for the 
flowers. 

Novel Frieze. In a dining-room in this 
city, the frieze, hand painted, is composed of 
alternate scrolls in dark salmon color and out- 
lined with rustet brown, and windows which 
show foliage and flowers as if on the outer side. 

Plaster of Paris Figures may be made 
to look like alabaster by dipping them in a 
strong solution of alum water. 

Clock Embedded in Mantel. A feature 
of a mantel i6 a clock embedded in the lintel, 
supported by sculptured figures in marble.

Ebony Stain. It is Dot all cabinet maker*, 
who succeed in getting a good ebony stain. 
A close as well as handsome imitation may be 
obtained in oak by first immersing the wood 
for two days in a hot saturated solution of 
alum and then applying a dye made of one 
part best logwood and ten parts of water, boiled 
together, then evaporated at a gentle heat to 
one-half the volume, after which is to be added 
fifteen drops of saturated solution of indigo. 
The application having been made, the wood if- 
to be rubbed wL*h a saturated and filtered solu- 
tion of verdigris in hot concentrated acetic 
acid, the operation being repeated until the 
desired intensity of hue is obtained. 

Wall Papers. It has been said of FrencL 
wall papers that they are either very artistic or 
very bad. Even our cheapest wall papers art 
becoming remarkable for superior color and 
elegance of design, as compared with those 
produced not many years since. The demand 
for a succession of novelties, so far from lead- 
ing to a deterioration of patterns apparently 
serves to stimulate artistic skill. Good pat- 
terns on cheap wall paper tend to expand the 
taste for art. 

Painting on Cathedral Glass. Where 
windows such as form panels of doors or fan- 
lights are glazed with cathedral glass, addi- 
tional attractiveness may often be given to 
them by introducing small bits of design, such 
as flowers, birds, leaves and stars, by means of 
transparent colors in oil or water mixed with 
copal varnish. The paintings may be protected 
by a coat of colorless varnish or by sheets of 
plain glass on the inner side.

Terra Cotta. To the factfthat terra cotta 
may be given any color is due a large portion 
of its service in embellishment. As a dado for 
halls and staircases and for rooms of imposing 
size, terra cotta besides the ornamentation of 
relief work, gives prominence of support. 
The same designs in sculptured white marble 
would be comparatively weak as depending for 
display of contours on light and shade, as com- 
pared with polychromatic coloring in terra 
cotta, which renders all details clearly ap- 
parent. ' 

Japanning: White Leather. Give it a 
coat of oil copal. This being well dried, it 
should be coated with boiled nut oil. A 
coarser and of course much cheaper varnish is 
made by boiling linseed oil, into which is 
added gradually acetate of lead as a drier. 
This addition must be made very cautiouslj', 
as the oil will be apt to foam over. 

Window Draperies. Shields of cathedral 
glass in small fanciful forms have come to be 
suspended against the inner side and upper 
portion of window parlor curtains.

Portiere Transom Screens. Where a 
portiere marks the entrance from one room to 
another, or to a recessed portion of the same 
room, and is in alignment with a window in 
the latter, a pleasant effect is obtained by in- 
serting above a light oblong frame of bamboo 
or other material, with centre and side panels, 
these to be filled in with scroll and open geo- 
metric designs, composed of heavy silken or 
woolen cord, and attached to the frame, whicli 
may also have a nairow border of light tinted 
glass.
